a ycrfitic of grounds and cauntries:ſo like» 
wiſe there are diuerſities of bodies and dſuerlitics of nas 
turall courage: and likewiſe viverfitte in hairs and 
hoꝛne of them. Foz thoſe oren in Aſia be of one ſozt,and 
thoſein France of anotherlozt,ſolikewiſchere in England 
of another ſozt. And pet not lo man dfuerſitſes of pꝛouin⸗ 
ces, but as many direrlities in the beaſts: as in Italy, in 
Capam, there they haue white Dren,e of ſinail body. yet 
very gud to laboz in the plough ans till the ground. Alſo 
in the Dutch of Vrben, there are great Oren both whits 
and red, mighty in body + of a great courage, Yn Tuſcane 
and abont Rome, the oxen are well ſet and thick e ſtrong, 
made to labour. Likewiſe in the Alpes, hils of Burgony 
they be ſtrong, e can well endure alllabour, s fair likewiſe 
withal. But neverthelefſe. although they doe thus differ 
in diuers parts, pet the buper ſhall marke and vnderſtand 
herein cerfaine general rules of Dren,the which Mago of 
Carthage hath gtnen vs, and ſaith he that will bay Oren. 
mulk buy young oxen, well quartered, hauing large + big 
members, with long hozns ſomewhat black, ſtrong & big: 
his fogehead bzoad,and his bꝛowes wzinckled: his eares 
rough within, e hairy like veluet;his eyes great t large, 
his mougell blacke,hisnoſtrilscrokedwithin,+ veryopen 
and wide, the chinns of his necke long, thicke, and flefbte, 
the dewlappe oz ſkinne that hang eth vnder his .

The manner and way belt for a man to 
tame his Oxen.

olde. And yet J wonld not haus them to bs tamed befoze 
the peares, noz after five yeares : foz the one is to 
weakeand tender, and the other is tw hard and ſtrang ts 
tame thoſe which ſhall be taken wilde and fierce : fo: pit 
Wall then ſone hurt them. Thertoꝛe in houſing them firſk, 
pe ſhall make pour baꝝe large foꝛ them to goe in and out,

Allo the ſeeds ofthe great Coluthiſtle, dꝛied 
and made (nfs powder, and giuen with wine: oz the rote 
thereof bopled in wine and gſuen. Likewiſe the leaues of 
Anniſtedes boyled in water and giuen. Againe the ſeede of 
rocket beaten and giuen with ale:oz a handfull of bettony 
leaues ffampt and ſtramd with ale oz bare and giuen. 
Likewiſe doth garlicke being ſtamped together with Ale 
o2 Bere, and ginen with Ale. Anp of theſe are god as 
lone to ve giuen to the beat, when be is ſwolne by eating 
of any venomous thing. And if pe doe take of ſome hearbs 
two parts together, it will then be ſtronger and take moze 
eſfect: but my counſell is this, vile them with Alete 
tion, euen as pe ſhall ſ& cauſe.

There is no man that loucs 
She&pe, but will haue a chicfe care of them, to vſe g ozder 
them as they oaght fs be, conſidering all the commodittes 
that come by them, + fo kepe their houſes cleane t warme 
in winter, with their folds alſo well ſet and oꝛdered in ſums 
mer. The ſhepheard ought to be of a god natore,wiſc,ſkil- 
fall, countable, and right in all his doings, wherin few are 
to be found at this dap, ſpectally in Uillages and Townes, 
foz by their idlenes and long reſt they grow now to ware 
ftubbozne, and are giuen (foz the moſt part) to froward- 
nes t euill, moꝛe then to god p2ofit to their Maſters; and 


fll mannered, whereof bzeeds many thieuiſh conditions, be⸗ 


ing pieners, pars, t ſtealers and runners about from place 
fo place, with manp other infinite enils. Which contrary 
was in the firſt ſhepheards of Ogypt, and other in their 
time, foz they were the firſt inuentoꝛs of Aſtrology, and 
fudgement in ſtarres, and finders out of Phrſicke augmen⸗ 
ters of Puſicke, andmany other liberall ®ctences. 
'Jeannot tel whether Jonght to ioyne the Art ofiknigbf/ 


hod,and the gonernment of emen, bat by their long 
con⸗ 


mall cattell, as Ships, one ol the 
chiekeſt and fruittulle ſt toꝛ the bie of 
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confinuance in the fields , and many perres ſteing and 
viewing out of their cabbins, by experiences obſeraed.the 
courſe of the ſtarres, the diſpoſition of times, and by long 
vſe in marking the ozdcred times ; vnffedfaſtnes of dates, 
in ſuch ſozt continuing, that the ancient Shepheards be- 
came people of great knowledge, as witnelleth Herogli- 
phiques: and thercſoze all husbands cught to haue a great 
care in choſing of god Shepheards, 

Shepe (as wel as other)ought to be the lirſt cattell fo be 
loked vnto, if pe marke the great pꝛoũt that commeth by 
them: oz by theſe cattel we are chiefly defended from cold, 
in ſeruing many waies in coverings loꝛ our bodies. They 


do not onelp nouriſh the people of the villages, but alſo foz 
to ſerue the table with many ſoꝛts of delicate and pleaſant 


meats. In ſome countries their mile doth ſetue inſtead of 
kurmentie, of: which are the people of cithia, called No- 
mades : and alſo the Gzcekes do name them Galactapotes, 
that is to ſap, dzinkers of milke: e fozaſmuch as theſe cat- 
tell are tender t delicate, as Celſus aſfirmeth, therſoꝛe god 
bed muſt be taken vnfo them foz ſicknes, yet they are 
commonly in health, except at ſomtimes they are ſubicct to 
murren, fcab, oz peſtilence, in changing ot grounds: there⸗ 
foze they muſt be choſenagreable to the nature of the place 
where they ſhall remaine the which is a rule merte to be 
obſerued and kept, not onelp in thoſe catteli; bat alſo in all 
other cattell of huſbandzy, whereof Virgil ſaith ; _ 

All grounds for all things is not good, 

Not meete for all beaſts to get their food. 

Foz the fatte champaine and paſture ſteldes are god to 
nourith great ſherpe tn, fo; leane ſheepe and hoggrels, clo- 
ſes. And lheepe well fleſht, they ſhall do well in Fozreſts 
and Mount aines, dꝛy places, and platne commons : and all 
ſeuered cloſes are god commodious to nouriſb all tender 
ſhepe,and to make them battle, and ſo to fat well. There 
is a great reſped fo be had vato the differences of nature, 
not onely in the ſoꝛts and bꝛerd ol ſheepe , but alſo of their 
colours andchafing of them; foz experience doth ew. 8 

y 
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the cherpe of Mileſie in Arhens be great, very faire, and well 
effeemed : allo, thoſe ſh@pe'of Calabria, and ofthe Appoli- 
tans, and thoſe of Tarent, and now theſe in France be moze 
eſtemed and pꝛaiſcd, and eſpecially the ſhepe of Torcello, 

and next thoſe of the leane champians; as beſide Parma, 
and Medena in Italy. 

Alſo the white colour in ſheepe is very god and p2ofita- 
ble, as we bſe here moſt in England: foz of this colour a 
man may make any other, and the white will kepe aiſo his 
colour long. The blacke and the bꝛowne be alſo well pzat- 
ſed, which be much vſed in Italie at Polentia, e alſo in high 
Spaine at Corube. Che pellowlhepe be in Alla, the which 
they call red Saſernedſhep : truly the bſe therol we haue 
had already by diuers and many experiences of thoſe kinde 
of cheepe. Foz tn Affrica, where they are bzonght (from the 

towne called Gadiraac,and thereaboxt) are wilde rams of 
ffrange and marnellous colours, with many other kinds of 
beafts,which are oft times bꝛought vato the people to make 
paſtimes. Marcus Columella ſaith, a man ofa ſingular god 
wit and vnderſtanding, e very perfee in husbandzy, which 
bꝛought one of thoſe rams of Affrick with him into France, 
and did put him into his paſtures, and when he became 
gentle, he made him to be put vnto his Ewes, which ram 
begat in the beginning all hairy lambs, and like in colour: 
but after that the ſaid lambs had beene couered againe once 
o; twice, their woll began againe fo be gentle, ſoft, and 
kaire: And at length thoſe lambes eng endzing with their 
ſheepe made their fleece and weill as ſoft and as gentle as 
ours. This Columella retozded, that from the nature of 
the Ramme, by the alteratton ofthe place and tattell they 
detame againe to their fozmer eſtate; and by little and lit 
fle, by god ozder and gouernment, their wide natures be 
tleane changed. So. like wiſe divers beaſts become ſone 
gentle, bp well büng thereof in husbandzy, whichafterward 
Are found al wales tame and gentle, Thus J doe leaue here, 
and will returne vafo my foꝛmer purpoſe. 
There be tws lozts of Shæpe cattell, the better ſoꝛt are 
| | thoſe 
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thoſe of the ſoft wall, and the other the hairx wall, and faz 
to ſhew how to buy theſe twaine. there are many common

Epicarmus de Syracuſis in Sicilia, which hath diligently 
wzitten of the medicines foz tattell, he ſaith; one may ap⸗ 
peaſe oz abate the furte of ſuch a Ramme in piercing his 
hoꝛnes by his cares (with a wimble oz pierter) againſt 
the place whereas they doe croke; Alſo the age of a ram 
fo,couer is beffat th yeares : and he ſhall be god vats 
eight yeares : the yeawes would be couered after two 
Fears, and then they will be gov fine peares after, and the 
(eauenth peare being once paſt, then they beginne to ware 
weake,t willatle in getting lambs. Againe,as J haue ſaid, 
yelball not buy ſherpe valhozne, a make to great acs 
count 


this ſhall kepe him from hurting of others, foz in gluing 
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count of them which haue gray oz ſpotted woll of diuers 
colours, foz the vacertaintythereof; Thou ſhalt caſt them 
off as the barren Sh&pe, and allo thoſe which haue molk 
teeth, being: ofkþzee yeeres olde. Therekoꝛs ye mult chaſe: 
thoſe of two peres,hautng a great large body. a long neck, 
and long deep walt, not rough oz ſtubboꝛne, his belly great 
and large of body, couered all with woll, not to be bncoue⸗ 
red in anp part, oz pet ſhall of ſtature, his gummes ruddy. 
his teeth white and euen, his ſkinne on the baiſket red, and 
on both ſides ruddy, his epe· rings rudy, his fell looſe, his 
woll faſt, his bzeath long, and his feet not hote. Theſe are 
the chiefe Agnes of a ſound ſheep. Signes of a rotten ſheep: 
are-theſe ; his belly fall of — fat pellow, his liner 


hall be knotfy and fall of bliſters, and if you ſethe it, it wil 
 bzeake in pieces, his ſides pale, his eyes pale anddarke, his 


gums white, t the wol wtl ſone come oft, if pe pluck aifttls N 
thereof, Theſe are the ſignes ofa rotten ſhepe oz vnſound. 

Now foz to ſaueandkepe them: Yee ſhall vnderffand, 
pour ſhepe houſes ought to be made low (like vnto a hogs⸗ 
ſtye) and moꝛe in length then in bzeadth;warme foz winter, 
and not ſtrait ofromes, fo; feare of hurting the lambs,pa- 
led and boꝛded on both ſides, and within the place a de- 
ſcending foz their vzins and dung. It ſhall be alſo god fo 
hang of Koſemary, oz other ſwat and ſtrong hearbs foz to 
take away oz kill tho ſcent of their wine and dung. It hall 
be alſo god to make and -ſef the houſe open towards the 
Dunne at none, and fo be well couered; fo2 theſe kinde of 
cattell are tender, and cannot abide any great cold. 

Pet although thep arehouſed, they are offentimcs vered 
with cold; as rhumes, glanders, coughs, and ſach like, and 
ſo vered with cold in winter, as well as with heate in 
Summer: and afoze oz about their houſes, it were god to 
make a tloſe coat well and high fenced: ſo that they may 
goe foꝛth of their houſes in ſafety to refreſh them. And 
their racks to be made two fate high from the earth, with 
rack⸗ſtaues ſet nigh together of a god length. And the 


Shepheard muſt ſe that they bee cleane kept, and * 2 
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that the rackes doe and faſt foz hutting any of them. 
They maſt alſo bo kepf' that they hane no water 03 c. 
ther moyſture, and that there be pzepared of Featne oz der 
Era fo; thoſe which haue lambs fo reit moze cleaner and 
ſofter, and to ſ& that the Rammes gne not to the Ces, oz 
the Lambes : noz goe with/any ficke ſhepe oz other beaſt: 
and it is better to let the Lambes remaime in the honſe, 
then to goe with their vammes a-field. And god to let pour 
beft paſture remains foz your Ewesnighyour cherpe hou- 
ſes. The Shepheard alſo ſhall often cleanſe the foddering 
places of his ſhepe , and reſerne it to litter his Kine and 
Hozſe, and ſo ts kepe their houſes cleane, whereby their 
health may be the better pzelerued,and ſo in any wiſe they 
be not hurt noz annoyed withAlthp meyſture, fo; they are 
tender and nice, and doe lous cleane. places. Ye muff alſo 
ſee that they haue god ſtoze of meate, foz hunger in them 
bzedeth the murr en. A ſmall ſtocke well nonrtthed,encrea- 
ſeth much moze pzoftt vnto their Matter. then athers with 
twile ſo great a ſfocke enduring hunger. And allo the thep- 
heard muſt often dztue them ouer changeable paſtures and 
grounds whereas there is ſcant of feeding, and without 
thoznes oz buſhes , vling after the authozitie of Virgil, 
which ſaith by theſe verſes following : 


He that will haue good ſheepe, 
Good wooll likewiſe alſo, _ 
Hemuſt prouide a Shepheard 
To leadethemto and fro, 
From places which are rude, 
With many ill thornes and buſhes, 
And from vnwholſome weede, 
From brambles,. pricks, and cruſhes. 


Foz thoſe ſcratches mak? them to be vnqufet z Ind fo 
bed ſcabs and other ſo2es, that although they are ſhozne,

dothgrow andincreaſe.'Theſebeafts are aiwaies in dan⸗ 
gervfthoznes growing whereas they are, and oftentimes 
therewith they ate tied with hokes and ſnares, thoznes 
and bzyars, which doe teare both woll and ſktmne, and 
thele Cattell being tender and delicate, thereby loſe a 
great part ot᷑ their wall, which otherwiſe would kepeit : 


and fo3 the coupling together of them, all other Authours 


doe agree, and iapne together in one conſent, that the bea 
ring and lambing time is at the ſyzing, about the twentie 
oz one and twentie day ot Apzill: :foz then the ſheepe doe 
ware moze ſkrong. | 
Jfaypeawhanethen a little lambe, it were better then 
if ſhe did tarrte vntill June os longer. Some therefo;e 
(withoat doubt doe ſap,) it watild prallt moze to couer 
them ſoner, to the end that after harueſt and gathering 
ol fruit, the L amb ne make them⸗ 
ſelnes firon 


es fieding all Autumne, ſhall

dute the falling in winter. Foz this lame cauſe it is bet-

Akye my n&d fohane many male Lambes, Ariſtotle.

L Oꝛſomuch as J haue carefully wzitfen of the diligence 
which they ought to haue foz the pꝛeſeruing and kerping 
their beaſts in health, now J will declare how fo helpe 
them with medicines, which are grieued with any infirmt- 
tie 02 diſeaſe. olobeit although J haue ſpoken already of 
the molt part of them. will yet heare repeate afew medi⸗ 
cines foz great caftell.

Some ſay, that a hozned ram is ill to get lambs,foz the 
yeaws are at lambing time in moze danger of deliuerance, 
becauſe the lambs haue long ſtubbed hozns befoze they are 
lambed : wherby inthe lambing time they put the peaws 
in moze danger: therfoze the net ram is counted the better.

of winter, by feeding in moiſt places: thepheards haue no 
other common remedy but to launce it a little, then to tar

no remedp, but kepe it cleans till he be big, and annoint it 
with tarre, e then to kill him: foʒ he will dye at the length. 

How to know the age of s ſheep: ſbe being of one ſheare, 
ſhe wil haue two bzoad teeth afoze: at the ſecond ſheare ſhe 
will haue fonre bzoad teth afoze : at the third ſhearc ſhee 
will haue fire bzoadteeth afoze ; and at the fourth cheare, 
ſhe will haue eight bzoad teeth afoze : and thus ye may 
know the age ok all ſhepe by their teeth.

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Alſo Ariltotle ſaid, e&pe doe tommonlp conceine in dzink⸗ 
ing ſalt water, thereloꝛe ſome chepheards doe giue them 
ſalt . and doe foꝛce them to take it, which doth cauſe them fo 
conceiue the rather, and ſait will keepe them longer ſafe and 
ſound without ſickn elle. They doe alſo giue thein in harueſt 
Cucurdbitas, and ſuch hearbs with ſalt, which will increaſe 
much milke in their voders.

a dog; foz commonly when as ſhepe doe ſ& any dog come

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Cutting or gelding Lambs. | 


6 N age of cutting o2 gelding of young Lambs (as 
ſome ſhepheardsſap / is beſt in the wane of the Pone, 
the ſigne and houre being god, poung Lambs from thzce 
dates old till nine dates old: foz then thep are young and 
tender, and may eaſily be gelded.Vet ſome other doe hold, 
it is better cutting of lambs when they are moꝛs ſtronger, 
as at the werkes old oz moze. But then is moze danger 
in cutting them: foꝛ if they be then ranke ol bloud (as ſome 
wil be moze then other ſome) then the blond often will fall 
into the cod, reines and belly, and there it will lye, 4 cauſe 
the lambs (one after they are cut to die. Therefage put the 
fine powder of rozen into the cod, and that will dzye vp the 
quarte bloud. 

Mherefoze ſome doe choſe out thoſe Lambs. that be 
luſty and faire, and cut their eares, oz let them bloud the 
day befoze. 

Some docfhut them in a houſe a night befoze without 
meat, and then cut them. Alſoa god ſure way is this : pe 
ſhall cauſe one to hold the lamb ketwirxt his legs: 02 on his 
lap, and turne the lambe on his backe, holding his foure 
fete vpright together: but if ye ſhall ſ& black ſpots in his 
flanks, then cut him not, foz he will die, foz he is rancke 
of blond, Then let the cutter take and hold the tip of the 
cod in his left hand, and with a ſharpe knife cut the top ther⸗ 
ok an inch long cleane away. 

Then with his thumbs and his two foꝛemoſt fingers on 
both hands, lippe ſoftly downe the cod ouer the ſcones fo 
his bellp, and then with his teeth holding his left ſtone in

Foz his yonth- 
ful yeares being ſo hot hath conſumed his ſtrength, where- 
foze after fiue pears he is not able to couer the females. 
The ſhe goat, which doth relemble the bucke afoze menti⸗ 
oned, is greatly to be pꝛaiſed, if che haue great tets, with 
large vdders, 4 full ot milke. In temperate countries they 


doe choſe the Goates which are without homes. But in 


countries windpe ſtoꝛmp, which is ſubicct often vnto great 
windes, they take thoſe which haue hoꝛnes: but in moſt plas 
ces pe ſhall ſ that the bucks haue no hoꝛncs, becauſe they 
are moſt vnhappp in puſhing and gozing with their ho2ns; 
which thing is often dangerous. 

Thele catteil ought not to be aboue one hundꝛeth in a 
heard, although that ſherpe with woll map be a thouſand 
together in a flocke, And allo when pe doe buy goats, it is 
better to bup together out of one companp oz heard, then 
fochoſe in diners parts 02 companies, to the end that 
when pe would leade them to their paſture, they doe not le⸗ 
perate themſelaes vnto diuers parts, and alſo it will be the 
better foz them fo agree in their hauſes.

they will become barren. Alſo their keeper ought foz to be 
rough vnto them, in giuing them ſharpe wozds, and fo be 
diligent, patient,not angry,and pet bolde, foz to goe with 
them thꝛough vallepes on rocks and deſart places, though 
buſhes, (h2ubbes and ſuch like, and pet not alwaies to fol- 
low his heard, as the keepers of other Cattell: But her 
ought to be alwatcs befoze this cattell, and to be moze care⸗ 
fall of them then any other cattell. Foz theſe in ſ&ding, 
and bzouling, oz paſturing, dos alwaies obey the buckes,in 
deſcending and in giuing them place, and therefoze they 
muſt n&dcs be loked vnto: when ſome doe lik, loke that 
the other runne nat here and there: but ſ& that they doe 
reſt peaceably and gently all at their owne eaſe, to the 


end that the ycaws haning the greateſt tets and voders.

Ths goates are nouriſhed almoſt of nothing chargeable. 
Pet they bzouſe and fæd wholp together as the thepe, and 
doe climbe vp on mountaines againf the heat of the ſunne, 
with greater fozce then the ſhepe, and they be of moze 
greater trauell and exerciſe,and ars moze in ſfrength, and 
ſtouter of nature. Wherefoze our anceſtozs did viſe them 
as they doe pet in mountaines and wilde places, which is 
counted moſt merteſt foz them, and to haue their houſes and 
gouernement as the Shepehaue in putting the Buche a- 
part, as they doe the rammes: foz they are in all things go⸗ 
nerned as the hepe, and are much conuer ſant with ſherpe 
in houſing and paſturing alike. 

But theſe kinde of beaſts are not ſo meete fo be about 
houles as ſhepe, fo2 they are moze hurtfall vnto all mancr 
of hearbs and bees, therefoze they are moze meet foz fo be 


in rongher and barren graunds, as buſhes, rockes, _ 
taines,

S it happeneth fo other kindes of cattell to haue the 
peſtilence oꝛ murren, and ſuch like: and ſometimes 
ficke of other diſeaſes, in waxing leane thzough paine ther⸗ 
of: alſo the goates although they be fat, and in god liking 
ſo much the (@ner will they haue the peſtilence, and be cat 
downe all at once, and die thzonghout all the heard except 
pe diuide them: and when it ſo happeneth vnto them, it is 
chielly by the abundance of paſture oz feeding. Now when- 
ſoeuer pe ſhall ſ& one oz two ſo taken with this diſeaſe,ye 
mult let all the reſt bloud incontinent, and ye ſhall not let 
them feed al the day. hut foure houres,and keepe them ſhut 
cloſe ina pen, oꝛ ſuch like thing, and ſo [& if any other doe 
become ficke of the ſame oz any other griefs, then it is meet 
pe giue vnto them of ruſhes and reds; and alſo the rots of 
white thoꝛne, the which pe ſhall beate well with a peſtle of 
y20n,and then mixe it with raine water, without giuing 
them any other thing to dzinke, ik this doe not helpe, per 
muſt ſell them andik pe cannot ſell them, then it were beſt 
to kill them and ſalt them And after a certaine time, ver 
muſt recouer another heard.
